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More Benefits from 


Water Agreement 


If the proposed Provincial 
take-over of Deseronto's water 
works system goes through, a 
number of further benefits 
will be provided by provincial 
sybsidy . 

The sytem, which must 
be accepted by the Deseronto 
Ratepayers and approved by 
the Ontario Municpal Board, 
calls for integration of exist- 
ing distribution mains with a 
new water treatment plant and 
intake system, at an estimated 
cost of $1,338,606. 663% 
($890, 155) of that figure will 
be provided by Provincial 
subsidy . 

A typical domestic user's 


rate will go up by $34.50 
(up from $55.50 per year to 
$90.00 a year) , or an extra 
$2.88 per month. The system 
will result in good quality 
filtered tap water. 

Among the further benefits 
expected for the town are: 
|. The building of Senior 
Citizen's Apartments by the 
Ontario Housing Corporation. 
20 to 30 centrally located 
units will be built at an 
approximate cost of $300,000. 
The town will receive prop- 
erty taxes annually on this 
project. 
2. The County of Hastings 


will reconstruct Main and 
Fourth Streets at an estimated 
cost of $500,000, of which 
the Province will pay 70% 
subsidy, with the County 
paying for the balance. 

3. The Ministry of Transport- 
ation and Communications 
will reconstruct Dundas 
Street for about $400, 000, 
entirely subsidized by the 
Province. 

The above proposals are 
well in the works, with tend- 
ers expected to be called 
in the neor future. 

4. Two proposed subdivisions 
will be built by private 


enterprises, each to consist 

of approximately 60 homes; 
one in the West end of Town 
and one in the North-East 
section of Town. 

5. Metcalfe Foods is currently 


constructing a $200,000 
addition, not including the 
price of equipment. 
6. Residential and Commercial 
building permits now under 
construction amount to some 
$300,000, not including 
the above industry, and will 
benefit further by improved 
water services. 

All of these are contingent 
on the acceptance of the 
water agreement.
